Kansas City Wins in the Celehratul 
Waterworks ('ase.

K a n s a s C i t y , M o ., July 25. — The 
years of litigation between the N a­ 
tional Waterworks company and the 
city were terminated this morning 
by the decision of United 
States 
Supreme Justice Brewer, in special 
sitting at Burlington, Vt., 
that the 
company must sell the plant to the 
city for the sum of three million 
dollars, 
as 
decreed 
by 
Justice 
Brewer in November of last year. 
This was the court of last resort 
for the company and the (luestion 
submitted w’as whether the city had 
the right to issue three millions in 
bonds to ^lay for the plant. 
The 
company claimed that the city w’as 
exceeding 
its 
debt-making ¡>ower 
and that the bonds would not be 
valid. 
This Justice Brewer over­ 
ruled and entered judgment for the 
transfer of the plant. 


The three millions of bonds have 
been registered and are deposited 
in the United Slatet court here.

who still mak'e use of the appliances 
of 
a<jfrlculture that are pictured 
upon the walls of the pyramids, and 
from the pointed stick, which may 
be taken as an exarn[)leof the beg in­ 
ning ’^ of civilization itself, the wliole 
dcvelo])inent of the median ism of 
ag riculture could be broug ht before 
the eye in oile building . 
The last example mig ht be a g reat 
combined machine that has been ap­ 
plied by its invento r in the valley of 
the San, J oaquin river of California 
to the ])roduc.tioii of wheat. 
By 
means of this mechanism the wheat 
held is plowed, harrowed, 
seeded 
and rolled down in a sing le process. 
In the autumn the ])lows are de­ 
tached and a harvi'ster worked b y 
the same steam power is substituted 
—thrashing , winno wing and putting 
the wheat into bag s in a sing le 
operation. 
The co st of the labor of man which 
is applied to the direction of this 
mechanism is less than $; an acre in 
each year. 
The whole co st of the 
labor, aside from the maintenance 
of the capital, is less than 4 cents on 
a bushel of wheat. 
The product for 
300 days’ labor of one man, cTirre- 
spo nding to a year’s work', has been 
in so me seasons over 1,500 bushels. 
Tho wlieat is ct^ried to the sea­ 
board, loaded upon steamships and 
moved to London to feed tlie hung r^^ 
workmen of Great Britain, wliose 
custo mary loaf, called the quartern 
loaf, weig hs four pounds. 
There is 
no coin ill existence in Great Britain 
small enoug h to stand as a symbo l 
of the laiio reo st—tlie pro])ortionate 
part of liie wag es paid in California 
—of jirodueing wheat enoug h for 
that quartern loaf.' 
There is but 
one coin in use in Great Britain, and 
that is seldom seen—the farthing — 
which would represent tho co st of 
mo ving the wheat required for each 
(piartern loaf from the field in Cal­ 
ifornia half way around the g lobe to 
the market in London.

Tke Bennsylva- 
iiia B lilroad co mpany builds its own 
eng ines, and tliose built for express 
trains arc known as Class P. 
They 
are very larg e and built with slig ht 
variations after the pattern of the 
big Eng lish eng ine imported into 
this eo uiilry several years ag o, and 
whieh at that time was a curio sity 
in its way. 
When one of these big 
eng ines is taken out of the shops to 
be placed on the road, instead of 
putting it to the work it is intended 
for at once, it is run for two or 
three vreeks on so me one of the local 
brandies in order to train it, so to 
speak, for fast running . 
By this 
means all the bearing s and journals 
co nnected with the running g ear be­ 
come settled to their work, for, 
should anything 
about tho 
new 
madiine 
not work 
harmonio usly, 
there is ample time to adjust the de­ 
fect. Usually the new eng ine proves 
tro ubleso me on acco unt of its pro ­ 
pensity to make fast time, and at 
almo st every statio n the train 
is 
found to be a little ahead of schedule 
time, and must wait for from ten sec­ 
onds to a minute. — Philadel]ihia

Rotary Steam Pumps. 
The Roy al Lifeboat in.stitu tion, a 
benev olent orix anization su pported 
by su bscriptions from the charitable 
people of Great Britain, maintains 
many lifeboat stations on the coasts, 
which arc th'^ means of sav ing hu n­ 
dreds of liv es ev ery y ear. 
In gen­ 
eral, lifeboats are work ed by oars 
and sails. 
In 1801 the institu tion 
cau sed to be bu ilt a stearn-])ropelled 
lifeboat, work ed on the jet principle. 
That is to st^y , instead of the ordi­ 
nary screw propeller jets of water 
arc* u sed to driv e the v essel. 
The water jets are produ ced by 
means of rotary pu mps, and when 
tlie jets are dischar;^ed from the 
s:tern the boat is driv en forward, 
say s tlie Scieiitiiic American. 
The 
dischar^i'e nozzles are capable of be- 
shifted so as to direct the jets 
laterally , in which case the v essel 
may be tu rned arou nd or made to 
mov e sidewise. 
The first jet-pro­ 
pelled lifeboat prov ed v ery u sefu l 
and siiccessfal and now the institu ­ 
tion has added another boat work ed 
on the same principle. The v essel is 
named the City ’’of Glasi^ow. She is 
fifty -three feet lon^f, six teen feet 
beam, fiv e and one-half feet deep. 
Displacement, thirty tons. 
Besides 
coal, prov isions, vv’ater and #i'cw, 
the boat v dll carry forty passengers. 
On each side there are two ccntrifu - 
i^al pu mps for w’ork in<jf the v essel. 
Engines, two-hu ndred horse power. 
Speed, eight miles per hou r and 
capable of towing another boat at 
the same speed. 
The v essel is ])ro- 
pellcd and tu rned with the u tmost 
facility withou t the u se of the ru d­ 
der, althou gh, of cou rse, a ru dder is 
prov ided. 
Going at fu ll speed the 
boat may be stopped 
dead 
and 
started astern in twenty seconds. 
A somewhat 
similar 
jet 
boat 
named the President Van Heel, has 
been bu ilt for the Lifeboat institu ­ 
tion of Sou th Holland and is operated 
with mu ch su ccess. 
We hav e on 
sev eral 
occasions 
called the attention of the nav y de­ 
partment to the importance of hav ­ 
ing ou r war v essels fitted with jet 
pipes and proper connections with 
the steam pu mps, so that in case of 
need, su ch as loss of ru dder or in an 
action, this au x iliary means miglit 
be employ ed to steer, swing or tu rn 
the v essel, as circu mstances might 
req u ire. 
We hav e also su ggested- 
the 
inq u iry 
whether additional 
pu mps and pipes might not be a r­ 
ranged for connection with the main 
engines of the sliip, so that in case 
of loss of propeller or break age of 
shaft the propu lsion of the v essel 
might be still maintained. 
These su ggestions apply not only 
to warships, bu t also to merchant
